Not only does Catholic doctrine 
admit the possibility of the cre 
ation of other worlds of. rational 
beings. It also admits the pos-' 
sibility of pre-Adamites. That is, 
there could have been a race of 
rational beings on earth who died 
out before God created Adam and 
Eve 

Among the theologians who dis- 
cuss this question and admit its 
possibility are the Rev. Damenico 
Palmieri, S.J. in his “De Crea 
tione’”’”’ published in 1910; Fabre 
d’Envieu in his “Les Origines de 
la terre et de homme,” published | 
in Paris in 1873, and Father Van 
Noort in his “Treatise on God the 
Creator.” 

The theory that Catholic doctrine 
condemns is that such fancied pre 
Adamites were living at the time 
'of Adam and Eve and are the fore- 
bears of part of our present human | 
race. Adam and Eve are held by 
Catholic teaching to be the pro- 
genitors of all the people who have 
lived since their time 

Prosaic Explanation 


I have no intention whatsoever

read in a non-Catholic magazine a few weeks ago that the 

Blessed Mother exists as a sort of “fire escape” for us Catholics. 
Caught between the rigor of the moral law and the perfect 
justice of an implacable God, conscious of our own weakened 
nature. we are trapped, baffled at every turn, like animals in a 
maze. Our one hope of salvation, according to this outsider, is 
the Blessed Mother. She symbolizes mercy to such a degree that 
the average Catholic, in this Protestant’s opinion, “stakes all his 
chips on her.” 

We know better than that. We recognize that as presumption. 
Resides, it overlooks the blood of Christ’s passion, the redeeming 
effect of the Mass, and confession, the sacrament of mercy. 

Nevertheless, there is an element of truth in it to the extent 
that God is the Father of our human family and Mary its mother, 
and “Woman is the defender of equity as opposed to law.” (I’m 
quoting here from a beautiful article by Bishop Sheen, “The Role 
of Modern Woman,” in Look, July 29.) Law makes for strict 
justice. Equity tempers justice according to special circumstances. 

“In the family,” says Bishop Sheen, “the father generally 
stands for law: the woman for equity. The father’s discipline is 
generally the more strict; the mother tries to find excuses for 
the children ... As the human body needs a right hand and a left, 
so does society need both law and equity. The rigors of law would 
be terrible if they were not softened by equity.” 

We Catholics seem to have realized that God has consented 
to temper His justice by equity, represented in the pleading of 
our heavenly mother. No sinner comes to grace except it be 
through her intercession 


Where He Goes Wrong 


If non-Catholices fait to grasp the motivation of our deep 
reverence for the Blessed Mother, it is—as Dale Francis pointed 
out in a recent issue of Ave Maria—because they fail to realize 
the dignity of her Son. When a Protestant speaks of Christ as 
the “Son of God,” that term generally does not mean the same 
to him as it does to us. To him it denotes the Saviour, a person 
of high dignity, the miracle worker, the perfect man, but it stops 
short at the Godhead. Whereas, to a Catholic, “Son of God” 
God of God, light of light, almighty, all 
wise, of one nature with the Father and the Holy Ghost, the 
second Person of the Blessed Trinity. 

Mary is commonly referred to by Protestants as the Mother 
of Jesus.

London—(NC)—The British government has no intention of imposing birth control 
on any native territory under its jurisdiction. Nor does it believe the World Health Organiza 
tion should impose any such policy on sovereign governments, 

This was announced to the House of Commons by Miss Patricia Hornsby-Smith, parlia- 
mentary Secretary of the Health Ministry. She stated also that the British government does 
not consider the WHO competent to express views on the birth control issue.
